anopio with a crowno iruperiall on the 
oppe, and before two lower pillers, 
whereon stood a lion and a dragon the 
npportors of tho armes of England."

Washington reports indicate a very 


serions disturbance in the Bepublioan 
camp. Speaker Reed does not like 
MoKinley and there ia no love lost be- 
tween the gentlemen. Mr. Eeed does 
not believe in the McKinley idea of 
tariff. New England wants cheap raw 
material and protection for manufact- 
urers. The Ohio idea, of which Mr. 
MoKinley is the representative, is to 
place a high duty on the raw material 
as well as the manufactured article. 
Mr. Reed thinks a moderate tariff, such 
as thai proposed by the Dingley bill, 
which would produce sufficient revenue 
for the support of the Government, is 
just the thing. Mr. McKinley believes 
in the protective principles and would 
extend it by legislation to wool tuul 
other raw materials of which we do not 
produce sufficient to supply the home 
demand. Mr. Reed is opposed to an 
extra session of Congress and ia anxious 
to have the tariff question disposed of 
before MoKiDley is inaugurated. Mr. 
MoKiuley's friends do not expect to 
hare the tariff question settled at this 
session and believe that an extra ses- 
sion should be called to deal with that 
subject. Mr. Raed has pledged him- 
self to secure the concurrence of the 
House to any amendments the Senate 
may make to the Dingley bill. Mr. 
MoKinley.',8_ friends in the Senate do 
not want the Dingley bill placed upon 
the statutes. Mr. Eeed believes the 
Dingley bill will produce sufficient rev- 
enue for the support of the govern- 
ment and as it embodies more of the 
New England idea than a bill which 
emanated from McKinley sources, ho 
desires to see it enacted. The Mo- 
Kinley men know that with u turiff 
which would yield sufficient revenue 
there would be no good reason for 
tariff tinkering ot the next session of 
Congress and that the people might 
protest. 


It ia the New England idea against 


the Ohio idea, and as Mr. Reed would 
like to be the Republican nominee in 
1900 and Mr. Hanna will doubtless aim 
to have McKinley succeed himself the 
contest between the two factions will 
probably be fought to a finish.

United States, in round numbers, 
about $1,170,000,000 of paper currency, 
composed of gold certificates, silver 
certificate?, greenbacks, treasury notes, 
currency certificates and national bank 
notes. 
Cleveland does not state what 


should be done with the silver certifi- 
cates and the gold certificates, but he 
is willing for the banks to issue notes 
;o the par value of Government bonds 
which they shall deposit as security 
for their circulation. 


Let us see what would be the result 


;o the banks and business houses ol 
the United States if the Government 
should go out of the banking business 
as suggested 
by Grover Cleveland 


The national banks would issue the 
paper money which would be radeem- 
ible on demand in gold. 
These notes 


would be issued in sufficient volume 
;o take tho place of greenbacks, and 
;he treasury notes of 1890. 
Whenever 


here was n foreign demand for gold 
;he national banks would have to 
furnish it or suspend specie payment, 
and when they suspended paymenl 
ihoy would be closed for business 
The national banks are powerful^ in 
stitutiou;-', but with a demand from the 
note holder for gold and a little run on 
;hem by depositors they would fai! 
more rapidly tban did the State banks 
in 1857. 
A suspension of payment by 


;he banks would mean a general sus- 
pension of payment in the United States 


Mr. Editor, the people have much 


more confidence in the government 
than in the banks and to turn our en- 
tire monetary system over to the banks 
would not only ruin the people finan- 
cially but it would ruin the banks. 
The banks are carrying a pretty big 
.oad now. They have a deposit liabil- 
ty of nearly $5,000,000,000 and when 
you undertake to increase this by a 
demand note liability of five hundred 
million or a billion dollars it makes 
;he strain on our limited stock of gold 
so groat that a crash would be the in- 
evitable result. 


The following proscription will re- 


store prosperity and make the people 
solvent: 


First—Abolish the gold reserve and 


make all kinds of United States money 
'nil legal tender. 


Second—Incretisa 
the 
circulating 


medium to not loss than fifty dollars 
per capita to be put in circulation 
hrongh pension and public improve- 
ments. 


Third—Government ownership and 


operation of railroads, telegraph, tele- 
hone, mines and banks.

Block Inland. 


The hum of the spinning wheel is 


still a familiar sound on Block island, a 
quaint aiid interesting resort in summer 
and a miniature world iu winter, in 
which the habits and customs are those 
of 150 years ago.
